Ring road alarm 


Conservation group warns the time is now 


THE LEGACY LANDS CONSERVATION 


Society, an advocacy group that 
focuses on preserving land on the 
urban-rural fringe, asked the 
province to stall plans for a future 
regional ring road until community 
consultation can take place. A map 
developed by Alberta Infrastructure 
and Transportation shows the road 
circling the city, further out than 
Anthony Henday Drive, and cutting 
though agricultural land and ecolog- 
ically unique sand dunes. 

The province however calls the 
request “premature,” as the infra- 


t 


structure and planning department 
has not endorsed a specific route. He 
estimates the road is 50 years in the 
future. But Allan Bolstad, a group 
member, said that time-line could 
quickly collapse in Edmonton’s hot 
economy. 

“Our big, concern is that once 
there’s a map that has already been 
prepared ...the planning is well 
along,” he said. 

Bart Johnson, spokesperson for 
Alberta Infrastructure and Trans- 
portation, said plans for the ring 


toad are far too conceptual for public 


ing experience,” he says, and one 
which better prepared him for citi- 
zen participation in future city 
developments. 

The academy is a response to 
increasing development in mature 
neighbourhoods, says senior planner 
Erik Backstrom. Until the late 1990s, 
the planning department often con- 
sulted with communities separately 
from developers coming into the 


consultation. “I think they are get- 
ting way ahead of themselves and 
certainly way ahead of us,” he said. 

Bolstad doesn’t agree. The begin- 
ning stages of any project are crucial, 
he argues. The only time community 
groups could affect real change on 
the Anthony Henday Drive project 
was in the early 1970s before land 
was purchased. Protecting 
untouched agricultural land and 
preventing urban sprawl are his 
main concerns.

Gaston’s latest tries a little too hard 





GARGOYLES 
By Bill Gaston 
House of Anansi Press, 256 pp. $29.95 





IF BILL GASTON IS GUILTY OF 
anything in his most recent and 
much lauded collection of short sto 
ries (nominated for both the Giller 
and Governor General's Awards), 
it's of trying to do too much 

Gaston uses the idea of gargoyles, 
representing “of extremes of human 
emotions,” as the basis for each of 
hus tales. Each story is built around 
the idea of a guardian spirit helping 

he characters along, 


In the author’s own words, he 
tried to “touch on common human 
experience, in the sense that we're all 
perching right where we are, trying 
to protect ourselves and then, in 
more open or brave moments, trying 
to transcend.” 

The first story, Forms of Winter, is 
about a dad whose son was killed in 
a freak accident. The father devotes 
himself to ensuring this sort of thing 
doesn’t happen to anyone else (he 
feels guilty for letting his son leave 
that night). He zeroes in on the well 
to-do parents of a 14-year-old girl 
who was brought home drunk ina 


police cruiser. He doesn’t know the 
parents, the McGonnigals, and his 
plan is basically to walk over to their 
place to and somehow prevent them 
from losing their daughter. 

The idea, while original enough, 
leaves the reader wondering if the 
author hadn't fully worked out the 
details in his head. First, what does 
he hope to accomplish, exactly, by 
visiting the McGonnigals? There 
isn’t anything you can say to prevent 
someone from dying ina freak acci- 
dent. (At the end of the story, the 
main character wonders the same 
thing.) Second, the details around

The title story is about a man who 
hired someone to remove the doors 
to his house, thinking no house 
could be safer than a house that 
doesn’t try to protect itself.

WHEN WE THINK OF MAJOR 
Canadian cinema, it’s usually in 
terms of Torontonians like Egoyan 
and Cronenberg, or Quebecois film 
makers like Denys Arcand 

So it’s very interesting to watch 
Life Classes, a Nova Scotian film 
made ona shoestring budget of half 
a million dollars in 1987 and regard- 
ed by critics as one of the corner- 
stones of filmmaking in Canada. In 
spite of its low-budget flavour and 
seemingly simple premise, it’s a 
sophisticated work that delivers 
more than a few surprises. 

Life Classes opens with a slow- 
motion shot of a shopping mall. We 
see a fiddle player performing, then 
a bank of TVs, under a sign 
announcing a liquidation sale. On 
the screens, a woman is interviewing 
actor Jacinta Cormier on the night of 
the premiere of the film Life Classes 
Cormier, done up in typical ‘80s big- 
haired glamour, speaks haltingly of 
the similarities between herself and 
the character she plays, Mary 
Cameron. They are both from small 
town Nova Scotia, and they both left 
to live in big cities 

Then, the narrative of Mary 
Cameron begins, as a satellite dish 
arrives in town on the back of a 
truck driven by a rough-looking 
local. Introspective Mary works at 
her father’s pharmacy in her Cape 
Breton town, taking care of her 
grandmother. “Tur on the stories,” 
her grandmother asks, but when 
Mary does, there’s only static. 

Mary is an outsider in her own 
town, her only allies being her 
grandmother and her paint-by-num- 
bers hobby. Teenage boys tease her, 
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and Earl, the man with the satellite 
dish, who is obviously her lover 
treats her as a joke 

She discovers that she is pregnant, 
and decides to move to Halifax to 
have her child. After giving birth to 
her daughter, she gets a room ina 
house run by a nice black woman 
who teaches her about the neigh 
bourhood of Africville, which was 
dismantled by the city and erased 
from history, paralleling the disap- 
pearance of both Mary’s own Gaelic 
culture and her personal history 

A co-worker at the department 
store she works at, an art student, 
gets her a job as a figure model 
Asked to turn this way and that, she 
becomes mere flesh under the pen- 
cils of the student artists. 

Soon, she is drawing herself, 
using a mirror to make self-portraits 
then she participates in a perfor-

ing Cate’s clavicle. 

In the middle of nowhere, this is a 
rather life-threatening situation, 
especially because the couple’s 
frightened co-tourists want to aban- 
don them to their fate.

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achelle van Zanten is ready to go. 
Riv she wants. Anywhere she 

wanits. Settled against the brick wall 
of the Sugar Bowl is a beaten yellow guitar 
case that looks as though it’s been pummeled 
on the rough flooring of one too many smoky 
bars, and dragged along the rusty conveyor 
belts of one too many stuffy airports. 

The wooden table we sit at is strewn with 
bags and boxes tattered and torn, carrying God 
knows what, but perhaps stuffed only with 
life-bearing necessities that never ever leave 
her side, attached to her hip like a seasoned, 
weather-beaten shell. 

Van Zanten’s pretty much prepared to jump 
up from her seat, strap on and wrap on and 
grab onto her belongings, and then venture 
out into a world waiting to be conquered by 
the wickedness of her slide guitar and soft, 
growling vocals. But for now, she settles into 
her chair and sighs 

“I'm tired of trains,” she gays as she takes a 
sip of her enormous latte andbrushes a lock 
of stubborn auburn hair out of her éyes. The 
folk artist has only been back to Edmonton, 
her hometown, for a few days sincé’she’s 
hopped off a plane from Europe, and she still 
feels like she’s on London time. 


BLUES’D TRAVELER 
A weary traveler van Zanten is, indeed, but 
after being overseas for most of the fall to 
promote her solo album Back To Francois, 
the former Painting Daisies femme fatale

really ill, and I had two days at POPKOMM 
[Berlin's world-famous music fair], and then I 
had to get ona flight somewhere else and I re- 
ally just got overwhelmed,” van Zanten remi- 
nisces with a slight laugh. “I started thinking, 
‘What am I doing? I'm so tired, I never sleep, 
I'm always in transit and I’m always playing 
shows in smoky bars.’ But often, something 
would come up that would rejuvenate me,.and 
then I'm like, ‘Yeah, this is why I’m here.” 

Van Zanten might still be learning to pace 
herself on tour, remembering to take a few 
lazy days off here and there while consuming _ 
her recommended daily doses of vitamin C, 
but in the meantime, the rocker's wide eyes, 
pouty lips, and beautifully edgy, soul-and-fire 
complexion—which must be acknowledged as 
showing no resemblance to the worn belong- 
ings resting beside her—have been working 
their magic, without much ado. 

“J do well in Europe because I’m an import 
and I'm exotic. And I'm a female slide guitar 
player,” Van Zanten explains. “That whole 
combination makes for a guaranteed crowd. 
They find it very intriguing. I think it's always 
harder to prove yourself in your own coun- 
try. Often I find you have to break in another 
country before you can come back and you're 
a hero.” 

To Europeans, Van Zanten’s already become 
the portrait of a perfect woman, hailing from 
some far off land that instructs its subjects 
simultaneously with Victorian mannerisms 
and Spartan determination.

music workshop for girls between the ages 10 
and 17, became a boredom-relieving project 
one summer. After growing up, remembering 
the lack of confidence and amount of second- 
guessing that accompanied her little fingers 
that ached to play a chord, van Zanten hopes 
that the project will demonstrate to the young 
and wily female rockers out there that gender 
isn't a hindrance to achieving musical goals 

“| love doing ‘Rocker Girl Camp’ as a break 
from the road, and it definitely rejuvenates my 
spirit, seeing these young women learn about 
music and get excited about it,” van Zanten 
says, perking up a bit. “That's why I keep 
doing it. | think originally, it was a goal that I 
had set: | wanted to create a camp that would 
make a difference in young peoples lives, and 
it turned out to be a very important part of my 
life that will always be there now until I die. It 
changed my life completely. 

“{At the camp], we're always like, ‘Yeah, 
yeah you can do it. Yeah, you can play bass, 
you can play drums, Just do it.’ And that’s 
what they do, and they find out they can.” 


BREATHING ROOM 

Although van Zanten really doesn't need any- 
thing added to her already packed schedule, 
she explains that being a solo artist somehow 
gives her much more room to explore her 
music, and the organic sincerity of Back To 
Francois exhibits just that. 

“With the Painting Daisies, 1 was trying to 
write songs that would fit the band, but now I 
just kind of go with how I'm feeling and how 
I'm feeling as a person,” van Zanten says. “Be- 
cause my band is composed of session players, 
they don't really have to compromise at all. 
Since the Daisies disbanded, | put my solo 







































project into full throttle, and just went for 
it—playing guitar all the time, writing, working 
with as many musicians as I can, and really 
there’s nothing holding me back now. | know 
what I want.” 

Clearly, van Zanten has had time to pinpoitt 
exactly what she craves—“Trains are good 
for that,” she adds, “for thinking”—and when 
she returned to Edmonton, the spirited gypsy 
made a beeline for her favorite hang outs, 11 
order to satisfy the slight bit of homesickness 
that sometimes reveals its edge in her voice 

“Well, I got off my plane and immediately 
came straight here, to the Sugar Bowl,” she 
says looking around the room, leaning back 
into her chair. “Then, I took a walk down 
Whyte Avenue to visit all my favorite music 
shops and record shops and clothing shops, 
and then went skiing in the River Valley. ! 
this great feeling of being home come over 
me, even though I haven't been here for 2 
year. Edmonton is a great city. After being all 
over the world, the music scene here is thriv 
ing. There are good vibes all around.”

How A Charming Songstress 
Found Family Abroad 


Besides becoming only too familiar with scratchy, plaid- 
coloured train seats and never-ending feelings of jet 
lag, Rachelle van Zanten’s overseas travels have also 
provided her with a chance to meet some incredible 
people—tike those whom she dubs “adopted families.” 

“They're great,” she laughs. “They take me in, feed me, 
love me, give me shelter, and take me to see the sights. 
And | keep acquiring more and more as | travel. It 
works out well, because otherwise, I'd be on the streets 
in a hostel, and some are not that cozy. [My adopted 
families] really make my life a lot easier.” 

According to van Zanten, the families that have 
fawned and fussed over her aren’t the only internation- 
al acquaintances that have shown their appreciation for 
her musical dedication. When van Zanten was playing 
in Austin, Texas, one year, she ran into producer Mick 
Glossop (better known for his work on Van Morrison's 
albums), and after discovering how much they had in 
common, Glossop agreed to record with her. 

“Last summer, [Glossop and I] met again in England 
and he came to a show in Winchester,” van Zanten 
explains.; “Then, we met up again last tour and he’s 
got a new studio in London, so my trio is going to be 
the first band to record there. Its a complete honour; 
he showed up at our rehearsal last weekend in Oxford, 
and I’m really digging working with his new perspec- 
tive.” 

“The fact that he can tell me the history of any of my 
favourite bands, that’s also a big bonus,” she jokes. 
“So last time | was in London, he took me around and 
showed me where all my favorite bands used to re- 
hearse.

Crossing the Maginot Line 


Raising the Fawn making history a warning

writing songs that name-check 
George Bush and what an asshole he 
is or any of that sort of shit—it’s just 
not really one of my strengths,” 
explains Raising the Fawn gui- 
tarist/frontman John Crossingham. 
“T found that the best way for me to 
write about it was addressing it 
through history and what history 
means to me.” 

“In the back of my head I was 
wrestling with the fact that I had 
done a lot of relationship songs,” he 
ventures, explaining the impetus for 
a shift in direction as Raising the 
Fawn was gearing up for the record- 
ing of their third full-length rock 
opus, The Maginot Line. 

“The very first Raising the Fawn 
album {Self-titled, 2001] is a complete 
song cycle about my then-girlfriend 
and now-wife. There are a lot of 
songs about her on both the EP 
{2003's By the Warmth of Your Flame] 
and [2004's nautical monster] The 
North Sea, and I was starting to feel 
that, as much as it was a genuine 
theme, | was starting to tap the well 
a little dry on that one. | wanted to 
find some way to write about some- 
thing that was a bit bigger than 
that—address the world outside of 
me a little bit more—but find a way 
to do it that wasn't tied to particular 
events or very obvious in what it 
was picking at.” 

In the end, Crossingham did just 
that. The Maginof Line is a stunner—a 


powerfully brittle exercise proving 
Toronto's epic rock trio is growing to 
become one of this country’s most 
viscerally engaging and meaningful 
bands 


IN THE TRENCHES 

The title “The Maginot Line” (for 
both the song and the album) refers 
to the static line of high-tech 
bunkers France built along the Ger- 
man border after WWI, which Ger- 
many subsequently blitzed during 
WWI without much opposition. It’s

“Yeah, there are some fucking 
horrible people and awful, repres- 
sive political systems out there. But 
choking and sanctioning North 
Korea and trying to make it as weak 
as possible and refusing to talk to 
them diplomatically just doesn’t 
work. They’ re not children. You 
can’t just sit there and punish them 
and scold them and go ‘No dinner 
for you’ and expect them to take it. 

“They're going to get angrier and 
angrier, and they're gonna find a 
way to strike back. It doesn’t matter 
if it takes five or 10 or 15 or 50 or 100 
years. It'll be there. That's definitely 
what the Maginot Line means to 
me. 

“It’s a scary fucking world and 
there's not a lot of understanding. 
Everyone holds grudges forever— 
and you end up burying yourself.”

Johansson’s new sounds are used in parallel 
jo the orchestra for greater effect, as is a sec- 
fion of the original instructional cassette 

Making its recorded debut, Johannsson’s 
project has already been performed in over 
40 European cities, and this recording is 
intended fo be the last song of the IBM 1401. 
Don’t miss it. 


THERE ARE TWO SIDES TO THE FENCE THAT IS 
rock music. On one, we have the chickens of 
shoegaze who poke al the ground and 
timidly avoid any chance to fly. They spend 
their time part hs eye contact with those 
around them and would rather just cluck 
around in their own coop. On the other side 
we have the rockabilly cattle that just go with 
the group and don’t really think for them- 
selves. the two extremes don't sound very 
appealing. 

But when you breed the two, you're milk- 
ing a whole new bird.

“We wanted to show the range of 
the collection,” explains Corrigan as 
he gives us a walk through the retro- 
spective exhibition. “We have one of 
the most diverse collections—that’s 
not typical of most institutions, Our 
focus on international and contem- 
porary prints really does set us apart 
in Canada—f not the world.” 

From some of the oldest recog- 
nized 16th century prints by 
Albrecht Durer, to contemporary 
printmakers like Wolfgang Troschke 
and Carl Heywood, the curating is 
as vast and far-reaching as print- 
making itself. A multitude of tech- 
niques may be used within print- 
making, from simple etching to digi- 
tal photo multiscreens, but the unify- 
ing thread of all printmaking is a 
microscopic attention to detail. 

“Each print is an original work of 
art, not a copy,” explains Corrigan. 
“1 find it much more cerebral, the 
process is much more methodical,” 
he then adds, in reference to the 
painstakingly laborious technicali- 
ties of successful printmaking. 

Although the most interesting 
aspects are hidden in the creative

process, the results of printmaking 
nevertheless hold the same historical 
relevance and social impact as any 
other art form 
The Centre's rich collection of 19th 
century Japanese prints reinforces 
their influence on Western culture, 
demonstrating the impact of cross- 
cultural influences and ethnographic 
historiography 
As Corrigan explains, Japanese 
prints during that time not only rev- 
olutionized the portraiture’s pose 
and the idea of the frame, but also 
had a profound influence on mod- 
ern European art. Vincent Van 
Gogh, one of the grand figures trans- 
gressing realism and modernism in 
art history, was an avid collector of 
19th century prints, and the influ- 
ence of Utamaro Hiysu and Hiroshi- 
gae’s work was to be apparent in 
Van Gogh's later works 
The Centre is not only a collection 
of prints, but also a rich teaching 
resource used by faculty and visiting 
tour groups from grade school and 
up. Although many internationally 
renowned printmakers such as Sean 
Caufield and Liz Ingram teach with- 
in the printmaking program, it is 


also the Centre's ability to reach out 
to different disciplines that has made 
it a lasting success 

Prints trom specific anthropologi- 
cal groups such as Inuit or Polyne- 
sian culture attract different disci- 
plines to come and conduct research.

The art of keeping a travel journal 


| WAS GOING THROUGH SC ME OLD 
boxes the other day when I found a 
beat up old notebook that contained 
a journal of my trip to the Philip- 
pines almost nine years ago. 

The journey had been my first to a 
tropical country: thumbing through 
those wrinkled pages was like step- 
ping into a blast of Southeast Asian 
humidity. The more I read, the more 
I began to feel the emotions I felt 
when I first wandered through 
Manila and Cebu and Boracay. 

Admittedly, the prose in my old 
journal was far too purple and unfo- 
cused to submit for publication in 
the greater world, but it was a won- 
derfully vivid evocation of the trip, 
by myself and for myself—an author 
and audience of one 

My travel journals haven't been 
quite so detailed in the years sinc, 
mainly due to the professional 
demands of travel writing, which 
takes up most of my note-taking 
time on the road 

Since I'm a bit out of practice, I 
got in touch with my old friend 
Lavinia Spalding—a Utah-based 
writer and travel-journal guru cur- 
rently at work on a book entitled 
Wniting Away: A Creative Guide to 
Journaling on Vacation—to winnow 
out some expert advice on keeping a 
journal on the road. 


What advice would you give to a 
first-timer, who has never kept a 
travel journal and doesn’t know 
where to start? 

Begin by treating yourself toa 
new, unlined blank book. Choose it 
carefully, paying close attention to 
the weight of the pages and the feel 
of itin your hands. Will it lay rela- 
tively flat when open? Will it hold 
up to weather and wear? My 
favorite journals are actually sketch- 
books—they’re affordable, sturdy 
and versatile, and can be found in 
any art supply store 

Once you've set yourself up with 
the perfect blank book, take it home 
and display it on your bedside table 
along with a favorite pen. Soon it'll 
call to you like keys to a new car. If

Include your to-do list, packing 
list, estimated budget, and any use- 
ful travel tips you've received. Not 
only will this spark excitement and 
get you into the habit of journal writ- 
ing, you'll also have fun reading it 
upon your return.

These days, traditional handwritig, 
journals seem to be going the way 
of blogs. With today’s convenien| 
technology, why use a pen and a 
notebook? 

Technology has transformed the 
way we document travel—it’s no 
possible to share an adventure in 
Bangkok with a friend in Bator 
Rouge at the precise moment it 
occurring. However you look at this 
it’s astounding. For travelers who 
wish to communicate their experi 
ences, there’s no better way thar 
with a blog and a camera. 

Still, neither can substitute fora 
tattered old journal. A blog servesa 
wider purpose. It’s essentially pub 
lished, which means that (in most 
cases, anyway) it’s been proofread 
and censored for public consump- 
tion. Thus, in terms of the actual 
writing, a private diary entry can be 
authentic and vulnerable on a level 
that something broadcast on th 
Internet can almost never be 

The other important distinctior 
between a journal and a blog is the 
keepsake factor—journals get hid- 
den away in drawers; years or g 
erations later they’re dusted off and 
enjoyed for the tactile sensation onlj 
an old, beloved book can deliver 

Consider this: which will descen: 
dents and museums show mor 
interest in, your scribbled, rambling 
pages with the misspellings, doo- 
dles, and coffee-cup rings, or your 
perfectly written blog?

dance technique with Peggy Baker 

He was quickly invited to join the 
Judith Marcuse Dance Company in 
Vancouver and later to be a member 
of Ballet British Columbia 

He was only first introduced to 
the three-inch lotus shoe once on 
Canadian soil, at an exhibit at the 
Bata Shoe Museum in Toronto. “1 
had no idea a shoe could be so beau- 
tiful, so unique, like jewelry,” he says 
of the silk slippers embroidered in

Later, Wang met William Lau

“THE NICE THING IS HE’S A VERY 
committed actor and he takes direc- 
tion well,” grins Amy DeFelice. 
She’s speaking of the actor playing 
Salter in her production of Caryl 
Churchill's A Number, a play that 
takes on the thorny tangle of fathers 
and sons, and relationships and 
identity, all filtered through the 
prism of genetic cloning. It's apropos 
then, that DeFelice, daughter, has 
cast DeFelice, father, as Salter, the 
paterfamilias faced with a sticky sit- 
uation: the appearance of his son’s 
clones 
“It’s a lot about identity” says the 

director. “Ii’s a lot about how we cre- 
ate identity, and it’s a lot about par- 
ents and children funnily enough. If 
you had a second chance to raise 
your child would you make the 
same mistakes or different ones... 
usually when you mention cloning 


to people, their eyes glaze over. Not 
in this play. ! thought it was super, 
the balance of ideas, it isn’t talking 
heads, but [Churchill's] very dra- 
matic, lots of fabulous stuff for a 
director and actors.” 

It shouldn’t be too surprising that 
Amy is an emerging director of great 
skill. Many of her formative theatri- 
cal experiences took place in her 
father’s rehearsal hall, watching 
rehearsals for Studio Theatre, help- 
ing build sets for the budding Shad- 
ow Theatre in the early ‘90s, appear- 
ing in Oedipus Rex at the U of Aasa 
child, and simply experiencing 
scripts at home 

“Over the years any play that I 
was going to direct or was consider- 
ing directing, we'd read as a family,” 
says James. “Then Amy started 
doing the same thing.” Amy chips 
in, “I did it with A Number. Jim read 
the part of Salter and I thought, 
hmmm, now here's an idea!” 

However, as James is quick to 
point out, they have vastly different 
experiences. Although Amy has 
worked as a stage manager and 
assistant director on his projects,

career has taken her to Whitehorse 
to work with Nakai Theatre, and has 
encompassed film and opera. Both 
acknowledge they've developed a 
shorthand through working togeth- 
er so often, and Amy says her usual- 
ly gregarious dad is a bit mum about 
her directorial tactics during this 
process. 

“He brings great ideas to the 
table,” she says. “I try to be very col- 
laborative in my approach to 
rehearsals and he and Patrick 
Howarth are great to work with 
because of that. I can’t get him to 
comment or criticize on what's 
going on one way or another. Usual- 
ly he’s willing to offer advice but not 
in this project”. James’ message to 
his daughter is the same one he’s 
passed on to former students. “I am 
not your teacher, | am not your pro- 
fessor. | am an actor, I am clay that 
you can mold!” 

And, as the duo move off into the 
snowy night, the conversation con- 
tinues professional to professional, 
father to daughter. The DeFelices are 
felicitous company indeed.

“It’s like 
they were a warning to men about what

Whatley say:

Most legends still punish sexually indepen- 
dent women—lke Fe story of the girl who 
masturbates with a frozen hot dog only to 
have it break off in her vagina and land her 
in the hospital. One version of this sto has 
the hot dog lodged there, rotting and cov- 
ered in maggots.

While these legends often reinforce homo- 
phobia and sexism and spread sexual misin- 
formation, Whatley and Henken maintain 
that the folklore gathered in their book can 
be used as a positive sexual education tool. 

After all, hes myths are funnier and for 
more engaging than an anatomy class. 

"By asking young people questions like: 
‘Why do you think this story is out there?’ 
What are the messages in it?’ or ‘How do 
you respond to it?’ you can open up the dis- 
cussion in a different way,” insists Whatley. 

And that, she swears to God, is true.
